COMMITTEE. 


The  fact  which  most  impresses  one  as  the  result  of  following  the  work  of 
out  Public  Libraries  from  an  internal  point  of  view,  is  the  remarkable  activity 
they  display  in  all  directions  under  circumstances,  financial  and  otherwise, 
which  are  calculated  to  bar  satisfactory  progress.  Previous  Chairmen  have 
evidently  realised  this,  as  reference  to  their  annual  statements  proves;  but  as 
these  difficulties  increase  with  time,  and  with  that  growth  in  circulation  which 
necessitates  constant  additions  to  the  demands  upon  our  Libraries,  newer  and 
more  complex  problems  lie  before  each  succeeding  administration.  Still,  it  is 
again  evident  that  there  has  been  no  shortage  in  the  service  ;  on  the  other 
hand,  there  has  been  further  development  as  regards  the  number  of  books 
acquired,  the  extension  of  their  range  of  representation,  and  in  the  efforts  to 
maintain  them  in  presentable  condition.  For  such  a  large  population  the 
book  stock  is  undoubtedly  low,  and  since,  as  we  are  pleased  to  note,  the 
residents  of  this  town  take  toll  of  their  library  service  to  an  extent  in  advance 
of  that  averaged  throughout  the  Country,  most  constant  watchfulness  is  needed 
to  avoid  depression  in  stock  and  a  resulting  decline  in  public  usefulness.  Day 
by  day  new  topics  claim  public  attention,  and  our  Libraries  are  expected  to 
provide  literature  bearing  on  these  matters,  whilst  the  natural  wear  and  tear 
resulting  from  a  huge  circulation  on  a  limited  stock  call  for  more  and  more 
expenditure  in  replacement.  By  careful  administration  both  have  again 
received  due  handling,  and  the  review  of  a  year  such  as  that  covered  in  this 
report  must  be  gratifying,  not  only  the  Committee  responsible,  but  also  to  all 
who  make  use  of  our  Library  system. 

The  wide  aim  behind  the  administration  of  our  Libraries  is  all  too  little 
understood  ;  it  can  be  thoroughly  appreciated  only  by  those  whose  municipal 
duties  carry  them  into  close  range  with  a  work  which  has  no  limitation,  other 
than  financial  ;  and  one  regrets  that  space  cannot  be  taken  in  these  annual 
reports  to  detail  the  hundred-and-one  ways  in  which  the  public  are  assisted  to 
specialised  information  by  means  of  these  institutions.  However,  the  accom- 
panying figures  will  not  be  without  significance  to  unprejudiced  residents,  to 
whom  this  report  is  issued,  and  to  whose  consideration  it  is  submitted  as  some 
proof  of  the  continued  usefulness  of  our  Public  Libraries. 

I  take  this  opportunity  for  thanking  friends  who  have  so  generously  aided 
the  Library  service  by  presentations  of  books,  etc.,  during  the  past  year,  and 
would  further  express  my  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  official  staff  and  of 
the  hearty  co-operation  and  interest  with  which  they  carry  out  their  duties.

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REPORT   OF   THE   CHIEF  LIBRARIAN. 


Gentlemen, 

The  work  of  the  Walthamstow  Public  Libraries  during  the  "year  ended 
31st  March,  1914,  has  been  eminently  successful.  Judged  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  number  of  books  issued,  1913-14  takes  a  creditable  place  in  the 
record  of  annual  circulations,  having  witnessed  a  total  output  of  187,750 
volumes,  as  compared  with  175,068  in  the  previous  twelvemonths  ;  repre- 
senting an  increase  of  12,682  volumes.  If  the  circulation  of  books  from  the 
School  Libraries  is  included  (as  it  has  been  in  previous  returns)  the  total 
number  of  books  circulated  from  our  institutions  during  the  year  under 
review  was  259,281  compared  with  247,526  for  the  period  1912-13,  a  very  satis- 
factory account  of  use  by  the  general  public.  In  these  figures,  both  as  regards 
the  output  and  its  increase  upon  the  totals  of  last  year,  all  departments  play  a 
proportionate  part  ;  in  all  cases  there  is  evidence  of  increased  use  and 
influence,  betokening  a  steady  continuance  of  the  vitality  of  our  public 
library  system.  The  borrowers'  register  shows  7,089  adults  and  a  further  3,370 
juveniles  to  be  using  the  Libraries  at  this  date,  figures  which  are  on  a  par. 
with  those  of  last  year  ;  the  cancellation  of  the  borrowers  from  Secondary 
Schools  accounting  for  an  insignificant  decline  on  the  total  registration.  The 
stock  of  books  and  pamphlets  available  for  the  use  of  the  adult  population 
now  numbers  17,918,  whilst  a  further  5,284  are  housed  for  School  Libraries' 
purposes. 

Although  the  year  under  review  has  witnessed  no  phenomenal  occur- 
rences connected  with  our  libraries,  it  was  a  period  of  careful  preparatory 
administration,  the  results  of  which  will  be  of  considerable  permanent  advan- 
tage to  the  institutions.  A  lasting  benefit  has  been  arrived  at  in  the  arrange- 
ment whereby  the  local  Education  Committee  takes  over  financial  responsi- 
bility for  the  staffing  and  maintenance  of  the  Schools  Libraries,  an  arrange- 
ment under  sanction  from  the  Local  Government  Board  Auditor,  on  whose 
suggestion  it  took  shape.  The  results  have  proved  to  the  immense  advantage 
of  the  Schools  Libraries,  whilst  it  has  enabled  the  Libraries  Committee  to 
devote  more  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  adult  population,  and  to  work  in 
financial  solvency.  Attention  to  the  fabric  has  been  restricted,  it  is  true, 
owing  to  the  presence  of  an  adverse  cash  balance  twelve  months  ago,  but 
economies,  the  withholding  of  minor  necessities,  and  the  relief  of  financial 
responsibility  for  the  Schools  Libraries,  have  cleared  this  encumbrance,  and 
the  Committee  has  meanwhile  prepared  a  scheme  lor  annual  decorations 
which  will  first  become  operative  in  the  year  before  us.  By  this  means 
regular  attention  will  be  given  to  a  matter  which  presents  well-nigh  impossible 
difficulties  without  some  scheme  for  rotative  treatment.  Much  needed  exten- 
sions in  the  book-casing  for  the  Reference  Library  have  been  carried  out,  and 
external  repairs  work  (excepting  painting)  has  been  done  as  occasion 
demanded  it. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  directed  to  the  question  of  the 
book  capacity  of  the  Lending  Department  and  the  needs  for  extensions,  and  a 
special  report  on  the  possibilities  of  transferring  that  section  of  the  work  into 
the  present  Newsroom,  and  vice  versa,  has  received  most  careful  considera- 
tion. Regard  for  the  expense  entailed  by  such  an  undertaking,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  something  or  other  must  be  done  before  long,  has 
prompted  the  Committee  to  postpone  further  discussion  of  this  project  for  the 
space  of  three  months,  when  further  information  as  to  funds  available  will  be 
to  hand. 

The  absence  of  up-to-date  information  relative  to  additions  to  our  stock 
of  books  since  the  publication  of  the  Third  Edition  of  the  General  Catalogue 
hinders  the  usefulness  of  the  libraries  to  a  great  extent,  and  the  constant 
public  enquiry  for  further  issues  of  the  "  Library  Review " — a  monthly 
bulletin  which  was  much  appreciated — prompts  the  suggestion  that  a  re-issue 
of  this  valuable  medium  may  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  public  as  well  as  to 
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the  governing  authority.  Several  efforts  to  meet  local  requirements  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  The  topic  lists  have  had  a  good  vogue  (particularly  that 
dealing  with  educational  methods,  issued  to  the  teaching  staffs),  and  although 
the  absence  of  an  up-to-date  Author  List  still  retards  its  use,  the  Analytical 
Catalogue  proceeds  by  steady  degrees. 

Our  Libraries  have  been  instrumental  in  attracting  outside  attention  to 
the  topographical  interests  of  Walthamstow  ;  during  the  year,  prominent 
archaeological  societies  visited  the  town,  and,  as  we  go  to  press,  there  is  every 
indication  that  our  county  body  — the  Essex  Archaeological  Society — will  favour 
us  with  a  visit  this  summer.  In  view  of  this  important  fact,  it  is  good  to  note 
that  the  Local  Collection  has  been  considerably  augmented  during  the  year, 
and  a  manuscript  catalogue  of  books,  pamphlets,  photographs,  etc.,  relating  to 
Walthamstow  has  been  compiled,  whilst  the  work  of  the  local  Photographic 
Survey  has  progressed  satisfactorily,  and  should  make,  together  with  the  Local 
Collection,  a  very  creditable  exhibition  of  interest  to  the  townspeople.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  a  transcription  of  the  Walthamstow  Marriages  (1650-1837) 
was  made  by  the  Libraries'  Staff,  with  the  Vicar's  permission,  and  this 
transcript  is  now  passing  into  print  under  our  supervision.  Too  much 
importance  cannot  be  attached  to  the  preservation  of  such  founts  of  local 
history,  and  the  past  year  has  seen  much  attention  given  to  this  section  of  the 
Libraries'  many  responsibilities. 

The  Voluntary  Town's  Lectures  Committee  has  had  a  most  successful 
year,  as  perusal  of  the  enclosed  Report  reveals,  and  to  this  body  the  thanks  of 
the  Council  are  again  due.  It  is  gratifying  to  notice  that  in  the  face  of  some 
misgivings  as  to  the  continued  popularity  of  these  lectures,  owing  to  the  rapid 
increase  in  counter  attractions,  this  work  has  flourished  beyond  expectations,  a 
matter  for  congratulation,  and  a  tribute  to  the  intellectual  tendencies  ot  the 
townspeople  generally. 

The  Staff  remains  much  as  before,  but  for  the  retirement  of  Mr. 
Frank  M.  Glenn,  to  take  charge  of  the  Schools  Libraries  under  the  Education 
Committee,  and  this  occasion  is  again  taken  for  acknowledging  capable  and 
zealous  work  on  the  part  of  the  staff  entire. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Poulter,  however,  deserves  special  mention  for  his  assistance 
with  the  work  of  the  Parish  Registers,  a  purely  voluntary  undertaking. 

It  would  be  unjust  to  conclude  without  my  acknowledgment  of  the 
Libraries  Committee's  constant  support  and  interest,  and  the  unfailing  courtesy 
which  one  has  at  all  times  met  with  from  the  Council  and  the  townsfolk 
generally ;  such  sympathetic  interest  alone  enables  progress  with  the  far- 
reaching  work  that  lies  to  hand.
